Los Angeles County De¬ 
partment of Health Services 
will launch the swine flu 
campaign October 25 when 
immunization clinics will be 
held for senior citizens and 
high risk population. Super¬ 
visor Baxter Ward has an 
nounced. 

The dates for the high 
risk and senior citizen clinics 
are October 25, 27, 29 fi-cm 
10 a.m. to 2 p.m. at about 60 
sites throughout the county. 

Beginning Novemb e r 1, 
mass immunization clinics 
will be held for the general 
population. Flu shots will be 
given during daytime hours 
at community sites and from 
5 p.m. to 8 p.m. at Coiunty 
Health Centers Monday 
through Thursday. This will 
continue through December

City Council 
Completes Its 
Oct. Agenda 


The City Council met in 
regular session at the hcair 
of 7:30 on Tuesday, Octobei 
12, with Mayor May in the 
chair and making the C.ill 
to Order. 

Councilman Jo.seph Del- 
gatto was called upon for 
Pledge of Allegiance to the 
Flag and invoeation a f t e r 
which Roll Call was mafie, 
lollowed by approval of the 
minutes and the agenda for 
this meeting. 

Opening the meeting. 
Mayor May called upon the 
audience for any discussion 
that they might have at ti’is 
time; this Ix'ing disposed of 
ho then” turned to Admini;:- 
trative reports and City 
Council action items. 

A street lighting report 
presentc'd at the September 
28 meeting, in which some 
districts would have in 
creased lighting with higher 
lumen bulbs and other areas 
reduced. The report was sub¬ 
mitted for an environmental 
assessment cf the proposed 
project and a negative de¬ 
claration was filed. The 
Council, after hearing the 
final report gave approval 
for the changes. 

Having found that a piece 
of land on Woodland Drive 
had boon deecUHl to the State 
for back taxes, the City of 
.Sierra Madre made applica¬ 
tion for the purchase of the 
land to bo used for future 
street purposes. The parcel 
of land lies Just southwest 
of Mary’s Market. The tax 
collector stated that the land 
could be bought by the city 
under an agreement sale for 
a total cost of $63.46, plus 
postal and legal charges. 
Council approved of the pur¬ 
chase and authorized tlie 
Mayor and City Clerk to 
sign the agreement with the 
County of Los Angeles fc'r 
its purchase.

There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is "medically safe." Research is 
currently being conducted to iind out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a "trip” will be 
"good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups") can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing") for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S, Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription, 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses Can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

STATEMENT EXPIRE THIS YEAR? 


A New Law 

All Fictitious Business Name Statements tiled or refiled during the year 1971 will expire 
on December 31, 1976. If you filed your statement during 1971, California law requires you to 
prepare a new statement and file it with the County Clerk before December 31, 1976. If the 
information in your new statement is different from the Information which was in your 1971 
statement, the law also requires that the new statement be published in a legally qualified 
newspaper. Th* law provides that "the newspaper selectd for the_ publication of the state¬ 
ment should be one that circulates in the area where the business is to be conducted." (Sec. 
17917 — Business and Professions Code) 


Free Help From Your Newspaper 

As a service to local businesses, this newspaper will make avaiable at no charge all 
necessary forms for refiling and we will refile your 1976 statement with the County Clerk, also 
at no charge. Bring a copy of your 1971 Fictitious Business Name Statement to our office. Our 
public notice department will assist you in completing the new form and will forward it^ to the 
County Clerk via our representative in the Los Angeles Civic Center. If you have misplaced 
your 1971 statement, wo will arrange for a search of the County Clerks file to extract infor¬ 
mation which must be transferred to the 1976 form and to determine whether republication 
will be necessary. 


The Cost 

The County Clerk's statutory refiling fee Is $10.00. If publication is necessaiy, our ad¬ 
vertising charge is $25.00. If there is no publication, your cost is only $10.00. f you want 
us to handle filing for you, please bring us your $10.00 check made payable to Los Angeles 
County CliM’k." Our forms and filing services are free, as explained above.
